BAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 35 >/P) — 
The m ilitary hospital ship Benevo­ 
lence was rammed by a freighter in 
thick fog off the Golden G ate late 
today, causing at least five known 
deaths and damaging the hospital 
ship so badly th at she sank. 
A swarm of rescue craft sent out 
bv the Coast Guard, the Navy and 
the Army saved between 260 and 
275 persons, all of them apparently 
from the stricken Benevolence. The 
Benevolence was reported to have 
had 367 aboard, including m any 
medical personnel. 
Rescuers brought in four seriously 
injured persons, two of them on 
litters. 
Most of those saved were 
suffering from shock and cold from 
their 
perilous 
immersion 
in 
the 
rough waters four miles off the 
entrance to San Francisco Bay. 
The 
Benevolence, just 
recently 
pulled out of the reserve fleet at 
Mare Island and being fitted out 
for service in the Korean war zone, 
was hit by the outbound freighter 
M ary Luckenbach. 
Visibility was 
limited to a few feet off the Gate. 
Freighter’s Bow Smashed 
The Mary Luckenbach, bound for 
the east coast with a general cargo, 
was afloat and apparently in no 
immediate danger of sinking. 
Her 
bow was smashed. 
She carried a 
crew of 49. 
It was utterly Impossible to com­ 
pile an accurate figure as to how 
many casualties 
there were and 
j how many had been rescued. Those 
j.saved were being brought, by more 
j than two score of m ilitary craft and

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Strategic Bombing 
Helps The Infantry 


T he latest argum ent against tlie “ineffectual’* 
results of strategic bombing, as carried out by the 
Air Force in Korea comes from two respected military 
experts. One is an American, the other a Briton. 
T he case built by Hanson Baldwin, New York 
Times m ilitary analyst, makes good reading. His con­ 
tention Is th a t we are going about winning the battle 
of th e “sp irit’’ the wrong way since we are sending 
our B-29s far back of the front and bombing industrial 
targets. Presumably, m any civilians have been killed 
or maim ed. 
Briefly, he feels th a t we have let the short range 
m ilitary advantages of strategic bombing outweigh 
th e long range political and moral advantages. W hen 
an d if the tide turns and we seek the friendship of 
all Koreans our job will be th a t m uch harder and 
longer. 
The other critic. Maj. Gen. J. F. C. Fuller, retired 
British arm y officer, concerns himself only briefly 
with the moral aspects of strategic bombing except to 
note th a t it won’t m ake friends am ong North Koreans. 
He points out th a t if we wanted to halt the flow 
of m aterials of w ar we ought to be bombing plants in 
Russia, not Korea. He thinks we should have divided 
the total bomb tonnage between the eastern and 
western rail supply links and plastered them off the 
m ap. 
But Fuller applauds the excellence of the close-in 
tactical air support and the use of B-29s to bomb front 
line troops near Taegu. 
Both critics hint th a t the fumbles, both tactical 
and political, stem from unpreparedness rath e r th a n 
from poor basic strategy. But from the point of view 
of the infantrym an in Korea, there is no question of 
international morals or politics. He delights in know­ 
ing th a t the B-29s are headed for the enem y’s rear 
areas. For him the bomb comes first, the spirit a poor 
second. 


There are two sides to all argum ents—the big 
job being to convince the other person th a t his is the 
wrong one. 


Fresh From The Garden 


Vegetable gardens don't just happen — as all 
would-be gardeners soon find out. They have to be 
planned, preferably long before spade or plow begins 
turning over the reluctant earth. Preparations must 
be m ade for planting, weeding, spraying, cultivating 
fertilizer into the soil. And then the work m ust be 
done. 
There is plenty of it. Even if the gardener gets 
his plot plowed for him. there is still plenty of it. It 
is no easy chore to get the seeds in on schedule, w hat 
w ith th e w eather to deal w ith—it sometimes seems 
th a t it always rains on weekends. W hen most of the 
planting is done, the weeds come on apace. Then come 
th e bugs, also apace. Then the weeds and bugs come 
on apace together. 
So it is. 
Any old hand will adm it th a t his hobby 
m eans actual toil. The gardener’s back aches. His 
knees sometimes get wobbly. His hands become caked 
with dirt and the skin roughens under h arsh tre a t­ 
m ent. 
He sweats. 
Mosquitoes bite him. 
Tiny flies 
sting him. The sun burns him. He is often bone- 
tired. Sometimes he wonders why he couldn’t like 
some other pursuit th a t would fill his so-called leisure 
hours with less painful pleasure. 
T h a t is, he m ay ask himself th a t question in 
March, if he is an early starter, or in April—perhaps 
oven in May. He probably won’t in June, if his peas 
do well, and July brings enough other things along to 
keep him contented with his lot. In September it 
never occurs to him a t all, provided he has done his 
work manfully. 
For now comes plenty. A dozen crops are ready 
and everything melts in the mouth. Ever p u t away a 
half dozen ears of sweet corn fresh from the garden? 
No need to say more. 


I t has been suggested th a t Secretary of Defense 
Johnson either quit the job or get a watch th a t keeps 
better time. 


A Bond Idea 


Sum ner Slichter, a Harvard professor and one of 
th e leading economic theorists of the country, makes 
a point about savings bonds, huge am ounts of which 
the governm ent will distribute among the populace 
in the next few years. 
One overworked argum ent for savings bonds is 
th a t they remove current income from the pockets of 
th e people which otherwise m ight be spent to com ­ 
pete for scarce wartim e goods, thus aggravating infla­ 
tion. And these loans to the government, it is held, 
build up a large deferred dem and to offset decline in 
governm ent spending after the war. The implication 
th a t governm ent spending will ever decrease is not 
taken seriously by the more sophisticated. 
Bonds bought during World W ar II have resulted 
in losses to the holders because the cost of governm ent 
has gone up 35 per cent. The cost of living will con­ 
tinue to rise, regardless of governm ent efforts to 
stabilize prices. 
So Slichter proposes th at the governm ent offer 
savings bonds redeemable in 
dollars identical 
in 
purchasing power to those the purchaser invested in 
the bonds.

Football Recruiting 


A recognized way to enforce good conduct has been 
to m ake its breach cost money. This method has now 
been applied by Commissioner Bernie Moore of the 
Southeastern Conference to stop college recruiting of 
high school football stars. He fined four universities 
$500 apiece for each offense, the University of Missis­ 
sippi drawing no fewer th an five fines. 
Louisiana 
State was fined twice, and Georgia and Tulane once 
each. As a further penalty nine high school players, 
who either accepted financial aid in excess of a 
legitim ate am ount or failed to work for their expenses, 
have been barred from Southern Conference sports. 
This drastic action goes to the root of the m atter. 
W hen it costs a university real money to subsidize a 
football player, the authorities will feel a pain in 
their budget and see th a t it does not happen again. 
And athletes may be chary of accepting large gifts 
from football-loving alum ni if it m ight conceivably 
m ean their disbarm ent from athletics at their favored 
school

Pros And Cons On 
Contact Lenses 
( 


CONTACT LENSES are contro- 
• versial and whenever we write 
on the subject we usually re- 
) ceive many letters. Some in­ 
dividuals 
are 
overly 
enthusiastic 
about them; others are bitter after 
finding they cannot wear the de­ 
vices. Most of the difficulty centers 
about the fact that contacts are 
not ideal substitutes for ordinary 
spectacles. The converse also is true 
in that the lenses are indispensable 
in certain conditions. 
One of my colleague^, an ophthal­ 
mologist of renown, asserts that only 
one out of every 10 individuals who 
purchase these lenses Is satisfied 
with them. The remainder use them 
for a while and ultimately put them 
in a drawer where they remain for­ 
ever after. In some instances dis­ 
satisfaction is caused by improper 
fitting; others find them imprac­ 
tical because they cannot be worn 
without discomfort for periods of 
more th an two to 10 hours. 


Plastic contact lenses are 
now 
available. 
There are various ways 
of being measured for the gadget 
but the best is to have a mold of 
the eyeball m ade to assure an ac­ 
curate fitting. Experts in this field 
utilize the cold process for making 
the cast. The medium is placed over 
the orbit a t room tem perature and 
hardens in a few minutes. This is in 
contrast to the older method in 
which the mold had to be heated 
to a high tem perature before it be­ 
comes soft and pliable. The final 
product is a thin transparent mold­ 
ed plastic which fits directly over 
th e eye. The correction to improve 
vision is incorporated into the cen­ 
tral p art which covers the cornea. 
Contact lenses often are used as 
a temporary measure for individ­ 
uals who require glasses but m ust 
consider the cosmetic aspect. The 
actress, opera 
singer, or speaker 
falls into this category as the glare 
of lights frequently is reflected from 
the lens of ordinary glasses. 
Now 
and then contacts are worn by foot­ 
ball players and other athletes who 
need glasses ^o see but find them too 
hazardous. They ah o are most help ­ 
ful in overcoming certain types of 
eye disorders. In keratoconus. for 
example, 
the 
contact lens 
is 
"a 
n a tu ra l” because it corrects a de­ 
lect th a t ordinary spectacles cannot 
remedy. In this disturbance there 
I' a conical protrusion of the center 
of the cornea which produces a high 
degree of nearsightedness and astig­ 
m atism. The lens compensates for 
the irregularity and thus improves 
vision. 
•

The contact lens also is of \<tiue 
In individuals who have been ope­ 
rated upon for cataract and 
no 
longer have their own crystalline 
lens (aphaciai. The condition can 
be corrected by spectacles but a 
thick piece of glass with a m agnifi­ 
cation of almost 25 per cent 
is 
required. 
These glasses create 
a 
cosmetic problem, especially when 
the operation ha^ been performed 
on one eye. 
In the circumstances 
one lens is thick and heavy whereas 
the* other is made of normal glass. 
By using contact lenses there is 
little 
disparity 
between 
the 
two 
sides. Because the contact lens ac­ 
companies the eye in all its move­ 
m ents there need not be a thick 
prismatic glass in order to see in 
all directions.

WASHINGTON — The 
Russians 
abruptly stopped b r o a d c a s t i n g 
weather inform ation this week from 
their weather stations

These S o \- 
let stations are part of an inter­ 
national network which exchanges 
w eather inform ation in peacetime. 
However, the Russians apparently 
decided to help the North Koreans 
and put the weather stations under 
a wartime blackout.

EN weeks from next Tuesday— 
on November 7, that is—the 
country will elect a new Con­ 
gress.

relation to the war in Korea and 
the whole nexus of conditions of 
which Korea is merely a m om en­ 
tarily

manifestation. W hat 
attitude to take about th a t in the 
campaign, what plea to itaake to 
voters, is the function of the re­ 
spective 
party 
organizations 
and 
leaderships. 


Could Cite Position 
Conceivably, and justifiably, the 
position of the Republicans as the 
opposition party could be simple 
and brief. They could say merely 
something like this: “For seventeen 
years the party in power has been 
continuously 
responsible 
for our 
foreign relations. The whole his­ 
tory of our relations with the com­ 
munist government oi Russia has 
taken place under the Presidencies 
of Roosevelt and Trum an. It began 
with recognition of 
th a t govern­ 
ment by Roosevelt during his first 
year in office, after recognition had 
been 
withheld 
by four preceding 
Presidents. During 
the 
last 
nine 
years, since our entry into the sec­ 
ond 
world 
war, 
the 
Republicans 
have 
followed 
the principle th a t 
foreign relations should 
be 
non­ 
partisan; they have supported the 
Adm inistration’s foreign policy, and 
have refrained from making foreign 
relations an issue in election cam ­ 
paigns. The party in 
power has 
been responsible—and our foreign 
relations arc what they are. Period.” 


The Republicans as a party could 
say th a t and stop with that. But 
of course much else will be said 
by individual 
Republicans, candi­ 
dates for Congress and others, and 
will have such weight as attaches 
to the quality of the statem ents 
and the status of the speakers.

House; so has Florida’s Sen. Claude 
Pepper in the Senate. But congres­ 
sional leaders are too busy with 
other things to rectify the tragic 
oversight. 
“This is one of the things that 
must? be passed because any con­ 
gressional recess,” Mrs. Rogers in­ 
sists. “I t ’s a debt that the United 
States Government owes the boys. 
It will be a rank injustice if action 
is not taken.” 


WASHINGTON, Aug 
25. — Two 
m onths 
have 
elapsed 
since 
the 
Korean war broke out, and there 
still is no comprehensive plan for 
mobilizing the manpower needed to 
protect the United States against 
a sudden outbreak of large-scale 
war. 
Neither the U. S. Joint Chiefs of 
Staff nor the Joint Board, consist­ 
ing of the Secretaries of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force, has brought 
forth any plan to replace those now 
being called into service so as to 
enable them to know whether they 
are to be in uniform a year, two 
years or three. 
None of the reservists can make 
plans either for business or per­ 
sonal affairs. And yet there are 
enough reseiN'es in the reservoir of 
manpower so th a t some 
definite 
program of rotation can be evolved. 
Here is a typical letter received 
by this correspondent from a re­ 
servist in St. Louis: 
“I am a lieutenant in the Naval 
Reserve and have been active in 
the program. I am now 34 years 
old and have three small children 
—six and 
three 
years 
and 
18 
m onths old. Also I am now at the 
point in my business where 1 am 
getting a better than average re­ 
m uneration. Time lost, even in the 
service, will certainly n o 1 enhance 
my progress. 


Prefers To Be “In” 


“Now', while not yet having :e- 
ceived orders, I am faced with the 
prospect of being away—at sea, at 
an advance base, or some place 
distant 
from 
my 
family. Thirty- 
two m onths I served in the second 
war, the last twenty of them be­ 
ing at sea. And I want to say th a t 
if this present thing flames out 
into a whole-scale war, you can 
just consider 
this 
letter 
never 
written. For I would much prefer 
being ‘in* th an ‘out’ if these were 
the circumstances. 
“The disturbing thing to me Is 
that those of us with dependents 
hear nothing 
from 
any 
source 
about billets, nor is any program 
being even envisioned that will let 
us 
out after we 
have served 
a 
reasonable length of time. On the 
contrary, a friend of mine was told 
last m onth by the Navy that they 
were 
accepting 
no 
more appli­ 
cations for 
commissions 
in 
my 
field—supply. And where does th at 
leave those of us that are in ?” 
It 
was 
understandable 
a few 
weeks ago th a t the top military 
chiefs would be busy getting men 
to the Far East and th at thev m ight 


not be able then to reveal how long 
a period of service m ight be re­ 
quired of reservists. But the Secre­ 
taries of the Army. Navy and Air 
Force have had ample opportunity 
since then to survey the situation 
and develop some alternative pro­ 
gram for replacements. 
There has been, it will be noted, 
time to draw up plans for and ad­ 
vocate legislation creating a sys­ 
tem of universal military training. 
While this is desirable, it is a sec­ 
ond and not a first step. At tne 
m om ent what is needed is for some 
top agency to begin to bring order 
out of the chaos into which the 
whole reserve situation has been 
plunged. 


Rotation System Possible0 
T he Army has enough officers in 
its organized 
reserve to fill the 
needs of 24 divisions at 80 per cent 
of strength. ThLs is in addition to 
the 
National 
Guard, 
which 
can 
supply officer needs for an equally 
large force. O n the face of things, 
therefore, there would appear to be 
plenty of officers for a system of 
rotation with a year or 18 m onths of 
duty in filling the needs of th t 
small num ber of army units now 
being mobilized. 
T he sam e thing is true of the 
Navy and the Air Force—there ar® 
plenty of reserves on the active and 
inactive status. Also a large n u m ­ 
ber of officers have come out of th® 
Reserve Officers Training Corps in 
the colleges during the last five 
years who were too young to see 
service 
in 
World 
W ar II. They 
would seem to be available for use 
soon 
as substitutes 
for some of 
the older officers. 
If, of 
course, 
large-scale 
war 
breaks out, then it will be neces­ 
sary to have officers with com bat 
experience. But this need not pre­ 
vent 
the 
early 
development and 
announcem ent of a plan for re ­ 
placement of officers and men so 
that, unless emergencies occur, the 
reservists can be told now to plan 
on a definite period of duty—either 
one year or 13 months. Most 
of 
them, if they were given some such 
assurance, could then feel less con­ 
cerned about family arrangem ents 
in the interim or about the possi­ 
bility that their places in business 
or in their professions might not 
be held for them. The government 
certainly owes the reservists more 
cooperation 
and 
better 
planning 
th an has thus far been given the 
subject by the persons in author­ 
ity in the three armed services.

one election, the 
voters in New York City will have 
to vote for a governor, a United 
States senator, and a mayor, and 
if th at can be packaged for one 
political party, th a t party can carry 
the state as well as the city. 


New York City is a peculiar 
place where group voting is not 
only possible but usual. So the 
politicians 
nominate 
not 
the 
best citizens but such as fit a 
balance among Jews, Catholics, 
and Protestants, among Negroes, 
Puerto Ricans, Italians and fin­ 
ally the so-called liberals, led 
by David Dubinsky. 
There is 
nothing American in group vot­ 
ing, nor does it in any way 
benefit the city or the state. 
But they do it that way. 


The 
Democrats 
will 
nom inate 
Herbert Lehm an for United States 
senator. The Republicans have no 
candidate who can defeat Lehm an. 
If Tom Dewey should change his 
mind 
and 
run 
for 
governor, he 
m ight be elected—probably would be 
—but he could not pull a nonentity 
into 
the 
United 
States 
Senate 
against Herbert Lehm an, whft, while 
no great shakes, is extremely popu­ 
lar and respected. 


I he Republicans also have no 
candidate for mayor; the Demo­ 
crats have two: Vincent Impcl-

O’Dwyer’s resignation, and Laz­ 
arus Joseph, who is the choice 
and hcnehman of Ed Flynn and 
who would put the boss into the 
city hall. A combination of Ed 
Flynn and David Dubinsky could 
elect even Lazarous Joseph or 
anyone else. 


So there it is lor the Empire 
State and the biggest city in the 
world and 10 per cent of the Amer­ 
ican people. Not a pretty picture— 
but no one seems to care very much. 
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Strategic Bombing 


Helps The Infantry 


The latest argument against 
the “ineffectual** 
results of strategic bombing, as carried out by the 
Air Force in Korea comes from two respected military 
experts. One is an American, the other a Briton. 
The case built by Hanson Baldwin. New York 
Times military analyst, makes good reading. His con­ 
tention Is that we are going about winning the battle 
of the “spirit” the wrong way since we are sending 
our B-29s far back of the front and bombing industrial 
targets. Presumably, many civilians have been killed 
or maimed. 
Briefly, he feels that we have let the short range 
military advantages of strategic bombing outweigh 
the long range political and moral advantages. When 
and if the tide turns and we seek the friendship of 
all Koreans our job will be that much harder and 
longer. 
The other critic. Maj. Gen. J. F. C. Fuller, retired 
British army officer, concerns himself only briefly 
with the moral aspects of strategic bombing except to 
note that it won't make friends among North Koreans. 
He points out that if we wanted to halt the flow 
of materials of war we ought to be bombing plants in 
Russia, not Korea. He thinks we should have divided 
the total bomb tonnage between the eastern and 
western rail supply links and plastered them off the 
map. 
But Fuller applauds the excellence of the close-in 
tactical air support and the use of B-29s to bomb front 
line troops near Taegu. 
Both critics hint that the fumbles, both tactical 
and political, stem from unpreparedness rather than 
from poor basic strategy. But from the point of view 
of the infantryman in Korea, there is no question of 
international morals or politics. He delights in know­ 
ing that the B-29s arc headed for the enemy's rear 
areas. For him the bomb comes first, the spirit a poor 
second. 


There are two sides to all arguments—the big 
job being to convince the other person that his is the 
wrong one. 


Fresh From The Garden 


Vegetable gardens don't just happen — as all 
would-be gardeners soon find out. They have to be 
planned, preferably long before spade or plow begins 
turning over the reluctant earth. Preparations must 
be made for planting, weeding, spraying, cultivating 
fertilizer into the soil. And then the work must be 
done. 
There is plenty of it. Even if the gardener gets 
his plot plowed for him. there is still plenty of it. It 
is no easy chore to get the seeds in on schedule, what 
with the weather to deal with—it sometimes seems 
that it always rains on weekends. When most of the 
planting is done, the weeds come on apace. Then come 
the bugs, also apace. Then the weeds and bugs come 
on apace together. 
So it is. 
Any old hand will admit that his hobby 
means actual toil. The gardener’s back aches. His 
knees sometimes get wobbly. His hands become caked 
with dirt and the skin roughens under harsh treat­ 
ment. He sweats. Mosquitoes bite him. 
Tiny flies 
sting him. The sun burns him. He is often bone- 
tired. Sometimes he "wonders why he couldn’t like 
some other pursuit that would fill his so-called leisure 
hours with less painful pleasure. 
That is, he may ask himself that question in 
March, if he is an early starter, or in April—perhaps 
even in May. He probably won’t in June, if his peas 
do well, and July brings enough other things along to 
keep him contented with his lot. In September it 
never occurs to him at all, provided he has done his 
work manfully. 
For nowr comes plenty. A dozen crops are ready 
and everything melts in the mouth. Ever put away a 
half dozen ears of sweet corn fresh from the garden? 
No need to say more. 


It has been suggested that Secretary of Defense 
Johnson either quit the job or get a watch that keeps 
better time. 


A Bond Idea 


Sumner Slichter, a Harvard professor and one of 
the leading economic theorists of the country, makes 
a point about savings bonds, huge amounts of which 
the government will distribute among the populace 
in the next few years. 
One overworked argument for savings bonds is 
that they remove current income from the pockets of 
the people which otherwise might be spent to com­ 
pete for scarce wartime goods, thus aggravating infla­ 
tion. And these loans to the government, it is held, 
build up a large deferred demand to offset decline in 
government spending after the war. The implication 
that government spending will ever decrease is not 
taken seriously by the more sophisticated. 
Bonds bought during World War II have resulted 
In losses to the holders because the cost of government 
has gone up 35 per cent. The cost of living will con­ 
tinue to r.se, regardless of government efforts to 
stabilize prices. 
So Slichter proposes that the government offer 
sav in g s bonds redeemable in 
dollars identical 
in 
purchasing power to those the purchaser invested in 
the bonds. If runaway inflation set in. presumably 
the bond holder would be buried in the long green at 
redemption time. 


Football Recruiting 


A recognized way to enforce good conduct has been 
to make its breach cost money. This method has now 
been applied by Commissioner Bernie Moore of the 
Southeastern Conference to stop college recruiting of 
high school football stars. He fined four universities 
$500 apiece for each offense, the University of Missis­ 
sippi drawing no fewer than five fines. 
Louisiana 
State was fined twice, and Georgia and Tulane once 
each. As a further penalty nine high school players, 
who eithei accepted financial aid in excess of a 
legitimate amount or failed to work for their expenses, 
have been barred from Southern Conference sports. 
This drastic action goes to the root of the matter. 
When it costs a university real money to subsidize a 
football player, the authorities will feel a pain in 
their budget and see that it does not happen again. 
And athletes may be chary of accepting large gifts 
from football-loving alumni if it might conceivably 
mean their disbarment from athletics at their favored 
school

Pros And Cons On 
Contact Lenses 
( 


i ON TACT LENSES are contro- 
• versial and whenever we write 
on the subject we usually re- 
/ ceive m any letters. Some in­ 
dividuals 
are 
overly 
enthusiastic 
about them ; others are bitter after 
tin ding they cannot wear the de­ 
vices. Most of th e difficulty centers 
about the fact th a t contacts are 
not ideal substitutes for ordinary 
spectacles. The converse also is true 
in th at the lenses are indispensable 
in certain conditions. 
One of my colleague^ an ophthal­ 
mologist of renown, asserts th a t only 
one out of every IO individuals who 
purchase these lenses Is satisfied 
w ith them . T he rem ainder use them 
for a while and ultim ately put them 
in a draw er where they rem ain for­ 
ever after. In some instances dis­ 
satisfaction is caused by im proper 
fitting; others find them im prac­ 
tical because they cannot be worn 
w ithout discom fort for periods of 
more th an two to IO hours. 


Plastic contact lenses are now 
available. T here are various ways 
of being m easured for tile gadget 
but the best is to have a mold of 1 
the eyeball m ade to assure an ac­ 
curate fitting. Experts in this field 
utilize the cold process for m aking 
the cast. The medium Is placed over 
the orbit a t room tem perature and 
hardens in a few m inutes. This is in 
contrast to the older m ethod in 
which the mold had to be heated 
lo a high tem perature before it be­ 
comes soft and pliable. The final 
product is a th in tran sp aren t m old­ 
ed plastic which fits directly over 
the eye. The correction to improve 
vision is incorporated into the cen­ 
tral p art which covers the cornea. 
C ontact lenses often are used as 
a tem porary m easure for individ­ 
uals who require glasses but m ust 
consider the cosmetic aspect. The 
actress, opera singer, or speaker 
falls into this category as the glare 
of lights frequently is reflected from 
the lens of ordinary glasses. 
Now 
and then contacts are worn by foot­ 
ball players and other athletes who 
need glasses 40 see but find them too 
hazardous. They aho are m ast h elp­ 
ful in overcoming certain types of 
eye disorders. In keratoconus. for 
example, the contact lens is ’ a 
natu ral" because it corrects a de­ 
fect th a t ordinary spectacles cannot 
remedy. Iii this disturbance there 
is a conical protrusion of the center 
of the cornea which produces a high 
degree of nearsightedness and astig­ 
m atism . The lens com pensates for 
th e irregularity and thus improves 
vision. 
•

• 
The contact lens also is of \aiue 
In individuals who have been ope­ 
rated upon for cataract and no 
longer have their own crystalline 
lens (aphacial. The condition can 
be corrected by spectacles but a 
thick piece of glass w ith a m agnifi­ 
cation of alm ost 25 per cent is 
required. 
These glasses create 
a 
cosmetic problem, especially when 
the operation ha~> been performed 
on one eye. 
In the circum stances 
one lens is thick and heavy w hereas 
the* other is made of norm al glass. 
By using contact lenses there is 
little 
disparity 
between 
the 
two 
sides. Because the contact lens ac­ 
companies the eye in all its move­ 
m ents there need not be a thick 
prism atic glass in order to see in 
all directions.

Mrs W writes: My husband plays 
rough with our infant— tossing her 
up into the air and hanging on to 
lier by her ankles. W on’t this make, 
the child highstrung and nervous?

Many papas do this as a sign of 
genuine affection.

foreign relations. The whole his­ 
tory of our relations with the com­ 
m unist governm ent ot Russia has 
taken place under the Presidencies 
of Roosevelt and Trum an. It began 
with recognition of th at govern­ 
m ent by Roasevelt during his first 
year in office, atter recognition had 
been 
withheld 
by four preceding 
Presidents. During 
the 
last nine 
years, since our entry into the sec­

war. 
the 
Republicans 
have followed 
the principle th at 
foreign relations should

Joint Chiefs of 
Staff nor the Joint Board, consist­ 
ing of the Secretaries of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force, has brought 
forth any plan to replace those now 
being called into service so as to 
enable them to know w hether they 
are to be in uniform a year, two 
years or three. 
None of the reservists can make 
plans either for business or per­ 
sonal affairs. And yet there are 
enough reserves rn the reservoir of 
m anpower so th a t some definite 
program of rotation can be evolved. 
Here is a typical letter received 
by this correspondent from a re­ 
servist in St. Louis: 
“I am a lieutenant in the Naval 
Reserve and have been active in 
the program . I am now 34 years 
old and have three sm all children 
—six and 
three 
years 
and 18 
m onths old. Also I am now' at the 
point in my business where I am 
getting a better than average re­ 
m uneration. Time lost, even in the 
service, will certainly not enhance 
my progress. 


Prefers To Br “In” 


“Now', while not yet having re­ 
ceived orders, I am faced with the 
prospect of being away—at sea. at 
an advance base, or some place 
distant from 
my family. T hirty- 
two m onths I served in the second 
war, the last twenty of them be­ 
ing at sea. And I want to say th a t 
if this present thing flames out 
into a whole-scale war, you can 
just consider 
this 
letter 
never 
w ritten. For I would much prefer 
being 'in ’ than ’out’ if these were 
the circum stances. 
" The disturbing thing to me is 
that those of us with dependents 
hear nothing 
from 
any 
source, 
about billets, nor is any program 
being even envisioned th a t will let 
us out after we 
have served 
a 
reasonable length of time. On the 
contrary, a friend of mine was told 
last m onth by the Navy th at they 
were 
accepting 
no 
more appli­ 
cations for 
commissions 
in 
my 
field—supply. And where does th at 
leave those of us th a t are in ?” 
It 
was 
understandable 
a few 
weeks ago th a t the top m ilitary 
chiefs would be busy getting men 
to the Far East and th a t thev m ight 


not be able then to reveal how Ion* 
a period of service m ight be re­ 
quired of reservists. B ut the Secre­ 
taries of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force have had am ple opportunity 
since then to survey the situation 
and develop some alternative pro­ 
gram for replacem ents. 
There has been, it will be noted, 
time to draw up plans for and ad­ 
vocate legislation creating a sys­ 
tem of universal m ilitary training. 
W hile this is desirable, it is a sec­ 
ond and not a first step 
At toe 
m om ent what is needed is for some 
top agency to begin to bring order 
out of the chaos into which th e 
whole reserve situation has been 
plunged. 


Rotation System Possible 


T he Army has enough officers in 
its organized reserve to fill the 
needs of 24 divisions at 80 per cent 
of strength. This Is in addition to 
the 
N ational 
G uard, 
which 
can 
supply officer needs for an equally 
large force. O n the face of things, 
therefore, there would appear to be 
plenty of officers for a system of 
rotation with a year or 18 m onth' of 
duty in filling the needs of the 
sm all num ber of arm y units now 
being mobilized. 
The sam e thing is true of the 
Navy and the Air Force—tnere are 
plenty of reserves on the active and 
inactive status. Also a large num ­ 
ber of officers have come out of the 
Reserve Off leer s T raining Corps in 
the colleges during the last five 
years who were too young to see 
service 
in 
World 
W ar II. They 
would seem to be available for use 
soon 
as substitutes 
for some of 
the older officers. 
If, of 
course, 
large-scale 
war 
breaks out, then it will be neces­ 
sary to have officers with com bat 
experience. But this need not pre­ 
vent 
the early developm ent and 
announcem ent of a plan for re­ 
placem ent of officers and men so 
th at, unless emergencies occur, the 
reservists can be told now to plan 
on a definite period of duty—eitner 
one year or 13 m onths.

Matsudana said with 
obvious sincerity, “for now’ we see 
him at our fairs and exhibitions in 
a way that was once impossible.” 
Tile Emperor sees few Americans. 
Twice each year he pays a formal 
call on General MacArthur, but the 
General does not return the call. 
But the General is very fond of 
the Emperor and grateful to him 
tor his whole-hearted cooperation. 
, 
The Emperor, by the same token. 
is grateful to the General for the 
manner on which he has conducted 
the occupation. 
Tile Emperor has also made it 
Plain to various American mission­ 
ary groups that have called upon 
him that he will never forget the 
Christian 
work 
that has been 
spread among his people, though 
he himself remains and will con- 
iinue to remain a practitioner of 
Shintoism.

As the initial disasters in Korea 
showed, there is a terrific advan­ 
tage to the side which strikes be­ 
fore the opponents are ready. 
That is what was done by the 
declarer on this deal. South led 


his diamond K, which East took 
with the A, thereby establishing 
the J as a sure second trick in 
the suit Nine tricks were now in 
sight, with one in spades, four in 
hearts, two in diamonds and two 
in clubs. 
But the timing was important. 
If, reckoned East he went to 
dummy with a heart entry and 
happened to lose the club finesse, 
a spade return might establish a 
trick for North, causing the trap­ 
ping of dummy’s Q. Since the 
lead would have to be lost a sec­ 
ond time through the diamond 
play, the defenders would be in 
again to cash the setting tricks 
in spades.
